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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -25 are allowed. 



REASONS FOR ALLAWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to independent claim 1 , none of tine cited reference, none of the cited 
reference either singularly or in combination teaches or fairly suggests a method of 
driving a liquid crystal display that includes among other features, an output buffer and a 
switch having a first end and a second, and disconnecting the first end of the switch 
from the input terminal of the output buffer and connecting the first end of the switch to 
the output terminal of the output buffer for driving an output voltage of the driving unit 
toward a voltage transmitted via a power transmission line of the power supply, and 
disconnecting the first end of the switch from the output terminal of the output buffer. 

Newly cited reference Akimoto et al. (US 6,756,962 cited by the Applicant) shows 
in figure 6, a plurality of output buffers (15), a switch 16 and a switch 17. However, the 
reference does not show that the first end of the switch is selectively connected to either 
the input terminal of the output buffer, and the second end of the same switch is 
connected to the output terminal of the output buffer. 

As to independent claims 8, 20 and 21 , none of the references teach or fairly 
suggest turning on the first switch for driving an output voltage of the driving unit toward 
a voltage of the output terminal of the power supply that is connected to the driving unit; 
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and turning on the second switch for driving the output voltage of the driving units 
toward an average voltage of the driving units toward an average voltage. 

As to independent claims 22 and 24, none of the cited references teach or fairly 
suggest a first switch electrically connected between output terminal of a first output 
buffer an output terminal, a second switch electrically connected between an output 
temninal of a second output buffer and an output terminal of a second driving unit, and a 
third switch electrically connected between the output terminal of a first driving unit and 
the output terminal of the second driving unit.
